EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 16-19 are now cancelled. 

Claim 1, line 15, insert - - and - - before "said reinforcement plate". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-15, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a solid electrolytic capacitor comprising: a double-sided thermal 
adhesive film impregnated with thermosetting resin put on a second surface of a flat 
solid electrolytic capacitor, and a reinforcement plate fastened on said double-sided 
thermal adhesive film impregnated with thermosetting resin, the flat solid electrolytic 
capacitor being sandwiched between said external anode terminal, said external 
cathode terminal and said double-sided thermal adhesive film impregnated with 
thermosetting resin, and said reinforcement plate.
